In response to the outstanding Office Action mailed October 30, 2001, the Applicants hereby 
respectfully submit the following Response. 


1. The Examiner has noted that the original patent must be received before this reissue 
application can be allowed. The Applicants hereby submit with this response the original patent. 

2. The- Examiner requests that a Supplemental Declaration be submitted to substantiate that all 
errors that have been corrected in the present reissue application, which errors were not covered 
by the earlier submitted Declaration, were errors that arose without any deceptive intent on the 
part of the Applicants. The Applicants include with this Response a signed Supplemental 
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Declaration of James Fitzgibbon and a copy of a signed Supplemental Declaration for John 
Moravec. 

3. The Applicants have earlier noted that the parent to this reissue application is involved in 
litigation. The Examiner has reminded the Applicants that all documents and/ or materials that 
would be material to the patentability of this reissue application are required to be made of record 
in reply to this Action. The Applicants respectfully inform the Examiner that only one new 
document that might be so categorized is a single interrogatory and response from that litigation. 
A copy of same is attached hereto. 

4. On October 19, 2001, the Applicants submitted a Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement identifying four U.S. Patents that the Applicants wished to bring to the attention of the 
Examiner in connection with the examination with this reissue application. The Examiner's 
response, dated October 30, 2001, makes no reference to having received or reviewed this 
Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement and particularly did not include a copy of Form 
PTO-1449 bearing the Examiner's initials as having reviewed and considered any of these 
references. The Applicants are therefore resubmitting a copy of that Information Disclosure 
Statement and the cited references and again respectfully request review and acknowledgment of 
such review by the Examiner. (Note: The fee for submission of these materials has already been 
paid by check in the October 19, 2001 submission; therefore, no additional fees are due now.)
